Mail is coming in already, but DeFosse is 
looking-for a special donor or donors to un- 
derwrite the cost of stationary. 

, Most organizations, Defosse explained, 
who might be interested in supporting the 
project, want their na^ne all over it. "That is 
what has destroyed Christmas 'to some 
degree already,' he explained. 

"It's not realistic for a kid to get a letter 
with the name or a bank for club on the en- 
velope. Kids, aren't dumb, they know better.. 
' We want to keep this part of Christmas un- 
commercialized." 

"And we want to convince kids that Santa 
has a home in Lake County," he added. 
. DeFosse explained that the letter writing 
program involves about 70 volunteer letter 
writers and provides many worthwhile side 
affects for all involved. ' 

**In a way, it's given a rebirth to the 
original Santa Claus and it gives a feeling of 
bringing back the spirit of Christmas. We 
don't create a big toy shop' attitude, but 
rather try .to instill the spirit of giving and 
tell children 'you'll probably find something 
special under the tree this year'." DeFosse 
explained. 

Letters are different for each child, depen- 
ding on what they niight write about or ask in 
their letters^ "The only thing we've lied 
about is what reindeer eat. They've been 
eating pizza for three years, now," said 
DeFosse smiling. 

DeFosse said that writing letters is good 
for the letter writers as well. "Some, people 
are totally depressed about Christmas but 
, find writing letters to the children very uplif- 
ting,' DeFosse added. "It really helps two 
people at once because many times it helps 
the elves too," 



Despite the fact that the program is;being_ 
hindered itself by the economy, DeFosse 
says it is more important than ever when 
times are bad. "We get letters from kids with 
everything apd from kids with nothing. The 
kids with nothing usually are asking for 
soniething like a job for the morh or dad, or 
world peac,ei_We: try and.respond.in.a^wayl. 
that will also help relieve the pressure for 
some of the families and weget letters back 
from parents thanking'us for the way we han- 
dled theii" child's requests," DeFosse ex- 
plained. 

The general approach is something like 
."Santa does the best he can. He has a lot of 
children to make toys for, "but you'll find 
something special this year,'' DeFossesaid.- 
But this year, the economy has even hit San- 
ta Claus rather deeply. ;;;/. 

DeFosse estimates his beginning cost for 
the program will be about $300-$4D0 for paper 
and envelopes and then the postage costs will 
be added on top of'that. 

But despite the cost and the fact that the 
program might be cut back or curtailed this 
year, DeFosse says he will not put anyone's 
name on the envelope other than Santa's. "It 
demeans the whole concept." 

"We don't ^^nt it to be a money maker or a 
profit thing, although it probably could be," 
said DeiF'osse. "Kids know that a bank isn't 
related to Santa Claus. 

"We're in danger this year of having a 
really bad year if somebody doesn't help us 
out. We're hoping that soenione will reach in- 
to their own pocket to help out some other 
kids," he added. 

"It's one of the few things that's not com- 
mercialized at Christmas time. When kids 
get that letter from Santa, they say 'Now I 
know you're really real'." 

"For years this in this country we filled the 
tree up, but now many parents aren't able to 
do that and our letters from Santa make 
things easier for the whole family and still 
help instill a real spirit of Christmas." 
DeFossesaid.
